The cabinet today is expected to 
approve fee third and final phase of 
fee EDFs withdrawal from southern 
Lebanon in what will probably be 
fee longest session since the national 
unity coalition was formed last year. 

- The seven-boor cabinet session 
may also proye tobcone of the most 
contentious in view of the argument 
expected to develop about the na- 
ture of fee residual military presence 
in the buffer zone parallel to the 
border, as demanded by a number of 
Likud ministers. 

' Though the Alignment ministers 
headed by Prime Minister Peres and 
Defence Minister Rabin object to 
any permanent IDF presence what- 
soever, north or the international 
border, a group of Likud ministers 
headed by Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon are calling for some perma- 
nent IDF presence within the buffer 
zone. 

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Shamir is said to support Shar- 
on's thesis to a great extent, whereas 
another former defence minister, 
Moshe Arens v is said to hold that the 
IDF can respond to terror activity 
just as effectively from bases in 
Israeli territory. 

A small number of Likud minis- 
ters are known to back the - Align- 
ment point of view, and they will 
apparently be enough for Peres and 
Rhine to secure a dear, though not 
overwhelming, majority to puQ the 
troops out altogether. 

Before the cabinet debate, the 
mhnsters will hear briefings from 
xmHtaxy as well as intelligence ex- 
perts. Last week fee inner cabinet 
held a preliminary discussion about 
the third withdrawal phase, but tfif- 
ferences-.of opinion prevented deci- 
sions being reached. 

•'The cabinet is also expected to 
approve the .IsraeJ-U.S. free-trade 
agreement which is to be signed by 
Sharon, in Washington this week. 
The Knesset will be asked to ratify 
feeagreemmn tomorrow.

12-year-old boy shot dead 
in rioting in Gaza Strip

TEL AVTV. - Rioting continued 
yesterday in the Gaza Strip following 
an incident on Friday in which secur- 
ity forces killed a 12 -year -old boy 
and wounded an 18~year~oId youth 
in the Al-Buxj refugee camp. 

Hundreds were arrested yesterday 
and on Friday, and some are to be 
tried today. In yesterday's rioting, 
troops fired rubber bullets to dis- 
perse hundreds of demonstrators. 
Military sources said that the camp 
had quieted down by yesterday 
afternoon, but troops remained 
ready to move in should disturb- 
ances resume. 

The trouble started with Wednes- 
day's attack in Gaza when local 
resident Fathi Ahmed el-Gbarbawi. 
31, shot and wounded IDF Rav- 
Samal Rishon (Sgt.-Maj.) Nadel 
Faru. 24. An CDF officer with Fare 
killed the gunman, and a tractor 
destroyed his home in Al-Burj on 

Mlo fears Peres 
won’t rotate

“I fear the Alignment does not 
intend to carry out the rotation 
accord with the Likud.” Deputy 
Foreign Minister Ronnie Milo said 
last nigjbt, according to Kol Israel. 

He called on Prime Minister Peres 
to publicly avow that he would not 
betray the terms of the agreement. 

The radio also quoted Milo

MQo, who was speaking to Likud 
activists in Acre, called on Likud 
members to prevent the Alignment 
from giving back Taba without re- 
ceiving anything from Egypt in re- 
turn. 


Thursday. The dead man was buried 
in Dir aJ-Balah: the body was not 
given to the family. 

Sources in the military govern- 
ment in Gaza said that at 2:30 p.m. 
on Friday some 300 people left 
Gharbawi's home earning his pic- 
ture and waving Palestinian flags. 
They ran into a patrol of four Border 
Police, encircled them and began 
stoning them. 

According to the sources, the 
policemen fired warning shots into 
the air and then into the crowd. They 
killed one person, identified as Issa 
Isma'il Issa. 12. and wounded 
another demonstrator. Abdul Hafez 
Juda, 18, in the abdomen. The two 
were rushed to the Baptist Hospital 
in Gaza. 

The 12 -year-old was pronounced 
dead and the body was given to the 
family. 

Of the 50 people detained. 30 
were subsequently released. 

Several hours after that riot, the 
authorities summoned mukhtars 
(headmen) and notables, asking 
them to calm the people. But the 
disturbances resumed at 8 a.m. 
yesterday. 

The IDF moved in at 11 a.m.. 
using the rubber bullets, and some 
200 people were arrested.

WASHINGTON - President 
Reagan has turned down appeals 
to cancel a visit on May 5 to the 
Bitburg military cemetery in 
West Germany where SS storm 
troopers are among those 
buried. 

West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl on Friday welcomed the presi- 
dent's stand, saying it was the ges- 
ture of a “true friend." He said the 
president's visit to the cemetery 
would be a ■‘symbol of reconcilia- 
tion" between the U.S. and Ger- 
many. 40 vears after the end of 
World War’ll. 

The White House announced, 
however, that Reagan and Kohl 
would visii the site of the Bergen- 
Belsen concentration camp earlier 
that day. 

Commentators in Washington 
suggested yesterday that Reagan 
cannot afford to back down from his 
visit to Bitburg because West Ger- 
many is not only a key ally, but also 
backs the "Star Wars" project and 
supports the deployment of U.S. 
missiles in Europe. 

Reagan's decision to stand firm 
on the matter of the Bitburg visit has 
generated an enormous outcry 
among Jewish leaders, congressional 


leaders, veterans groups and others. 
White House officials yesterday in- 
sisted the president does not plan to 
back down. 

There was high drama on Friday 
in the Roosevelr Room at the White 
House when Reagan presented Elie 
Wiesel the highest U .S. honour - the 
Congressional Gold Medal of 
Achievement for his writings on the 
Holocaust. "No one has taught us 
more than Elie Wiesel," said 
Reagan. "Histife stands as a symbol. 
His life is testimony that the human 
spirit endures and prevails.” 

Wiesel later confirmed that he 
had considered not accepting the 
award. Other members of the U.S. 
Holocaust Memorial Council, which 
he chairs, have threatened to resign 
from that body if Reagan goes ahead 
wirh the visit to the cemetery. 

According to yesterday's New 
York Times , White House liaison to 
the Jewish community Marshell Bre- 
ger told Wiesel to limit his remarks 
on Friday to three minutes in the 
hope of avoiding a potentially explo- 
sive and embarrassing confrontation 
with the president. 

Wiesel was said to have then 
telephoned White House Chief of 
Staff Donald Regan in protest, and 
Regan reportedly assured him he 
could speak as long as he wanted.

Kirkpatrick takes issue with Reagan

NEW YORK. - Jeane Kirkpatrick, 
the recently retired U.S. representa- 
tive at the UN seemed to offer 
indirect criticism of Presidenr 
Reagan's handling of his upcoming 
trip to Germany, when she told a 
mostly Jewish audience here Friday 
that, “I think these days of (Holo- 
caust) remembrance are profoundly 
important. Some say we have re- 
membered enough and have learned 
enough. But we have not remem- 
bered enough and can never remem- 


ber or learn enough.” 

In a speech to the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American Jew- 
ish Organizations. Kirkpatrick also 
seemed to take issue with Reagan's 
contention thar the German soldiers 
and SS men buried in the Bitburg 
cemetery, were, as much as concen- 
tration camp-inmates, victims of 
Nazism. 

According to Kirkpatrick, “The 
fact is that we are not all equally 
guilty, we are not all equally danger- 
ous. and we are not all equally 
victims.”

Government may eliminate 
public transport subsidies

A plan to abolish subsidies of 
public transportation is being cona- 
dered by the government, high- 
ranking officials said on Friday. The 
officials said that this measure could 
save up to £240 million, and the 
money saved could be used for pur- 
poses such as financing higher 
education. 

If the proposal is implemented it 
wQl cause a considerable increase in 
the cost of public transport. But 
according to the sources, it would be 
better to subsidize tbe fuel used by 
the buses and to compensate lower 
income groups directly. "Currently 
part of the subsidy is enjoyed not by 
the consumers but by the transport 
cooperatives,” tbe sources added. 

The plan for a complete elimina- 
tion of subsidies for public trans- 
portation is the first sign that the 
government is planning to cut furth- 
er sums from its budget this year. 
According to the sources some 
S500m. should be slashed in addition 
to cuts already planned. 

The sources stressed that the gov- 
ernment will not base its economic 
policy on unemployment. “We can- 
not act like Spain, France or Britain. 
There is nothing to be proud about in 
those countries. It is impossible to 
solve economic problems by des- 


troying society,” tbe sources said. 

The sources added that govern- 
ment spending has been cut by some 
£1 .8 billion from last autumn’s level, 
when it reached some $25. 1 billion in 
annual terms. They said that the cut 
included some $85 Om. taken from 
the sums allocated for subsidies and 
S400m. from the Defence Ministry 
budget. 


The government is considering a 
woiking week of five days in the 
public sector with a corresponding 
decrease in pay. According to cal- 
culations, the drop in net wages will 
amount to some 7 per cent. 

The government estimates that 
the pullback from Lebanon will en- 
able it to save some $150ra. this year. 
Acccording to its estimates it will be 
possible to keep monetary injection 
at a relatively low Level this month 
for tbe second month in a row. It 
calculates that this month no more 
than the equivalent of SSOm. will be 
pumped into the economy. 


According to the sources there is 
no reason to fear an impending 
foreign-currency crisis. Foreign - 
currency reserves will not fall below 
£2 billion, and there is a chance that 
the situation may improve. “If we 
raise exports by 20 per cent and 
reduce imports by 10 per cent rhen 
we will reach a balance." they said. 


Bethlehem U. raided, propaganda seized

Bethlehem University is to reopen 
tomorrow following its closure on 
Friday after the military authorities 
raided a student exhibition and 
seized Palestinian nationalist litera- 
ture. 

Acting on a tip-off. tbe army 
raided the Vatican-supervised cam- 
pus on Thursday night and seized 
material in an exhibition entitled 
“Palestine Week,” organized by the 
students union. In two locked 
storerooms the army also found 


propaganda belonging to Fatah and 
to the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine. 

More material was found in the 
students union’s offices which were 
forced open in the presence of uni- 
versity officials. 

The university was declared a 
closed military area and will remain 
so until tomorrow. 

Last year tbe military authorities 
closed the campus of Birzeit Uni- 
versity for four months after similar 
material was discovered. 


Weizman hosts reception for Beduin

BEERSHEBA. - Minister without 
Portfolio Ezer Weizman hosted a 
festive reception for Negev Beduin 
here on Friday to celebrate Israel's 
37th Independence Day. 

“Now you have a minister with a 
ready ear, an open mind and a 
sensitive heart to hear your prob- 
lems,” he told the 300 Beduin who 
attended. 

Weizman recently abolished the 
post of prime minister's adviser on 
Arab affairs, and the Beduin said 
they approved of the move. 

“We are citizens like everyone 
else," a young Beduin said. "Every- 
orMrhas* problems, Jews and non- 
Jews alike, and government offices 
are there for all of us on an equal 
basis." 


Weizman told the Beduin that he 
sees them as a bridge between Israel 
and its Arab .neighbours. "This 
meeting shows that despite the prob- 
lems we have a common life and 
goal." 

After the reception , Weizman met 
with some 20 young Beduin. 

Later Weizman, his wife and en- 
tourage artended a haffa, a tradition- 
al Beduin feast, at the home of 
Sheikh Ibrahim el- Amur, in the new 
town of Kuseifa. El-Amur sup- 
ported Weizman’s Yahad Party dur- 
ing last summer’s Knesset elections. 
“I know there are problems,” Weiz- 
man said. "I know that when I go to 
bos house there will be no telephone 
and that the town does not have 
proper facilities. But much has 
already been done. "

Shi’ite threats can dictate 
Unifil’s actions, Rabin says

Unifil interferes with Israeli aims 
in South Lebanon because it is sub- 
ject to Shi'ite threats and can be 
dictated to by the Shi'ites, Defence 
Minister Rabin said on Friday. 

Speaking on a Kol Yisrael inter- 
view. Rabin said Unifil is also ex- 
pected to hamper the South 
Lebanese Army and the local civil 
militias after the Israel Defence 
Forces withdraws. 

The defence minister said three 
years of Israeli involvement in Leba- 
non have not eliminated tenor, and 
the potential for terrorist attacks 
against Israel has. if anything, in- 
creased. But be would not agree that 
die war had been in vain. 

He said that before the war, most 
of the South Lebanese population, 
except for residents of the Palesti- 
nian refugee camps near Tyre, did 
not support the terrorists. Now, 
Shi'ite terrorists have the support of 
the local population. He did not 
know if tbe largest Shi'ite organiza- 
tion, Amal. would cease its terrorist 
activities after Israel withdraws, but 
even if it did, Rabin was not sure 
Amal could stop the more radical 
and fanatic Shi'ite elements - let 
alone the Palestinians. 

He said the Palestians can launch 
Katyusha rockets even without the 
infrastructure they bad before the 
war. 

He said that if the South Lebanese 
do not support terrorism against us, 
and the Galilee is left in peace, they 
will be too. "But if we are not, they 
will not be able to live in their houses 
or farm their fields, " he said. 

He said the IDFs deployment in 
such areas as Jebel Barukh might 
have been an asset if Israel wanted to 
launch an offensive against Syria, 
but in a defensive posture there are

The commission itself has taken 
on its own distinctive personality as a 
body, while allowing its individual 
members full leeway to express and 
pursue their own special interests. 

Chairman and Supreme Court 
Justice Moshe Bejski was, by his 
own admission, a total ignoramus 
regarding the highways and by-ways 
of the Stock Exchange and the bank- 
ing system. His mastery of the enor- 
mous volume of written material 
that has been submitted to the com- 
mission, and bis ability to sift the 
important from the humdrum, is 
increasingly apparent with every ses- 
sion that goes by. 

Bejski's gentle, roundabout and 
unpressured method of questioning 
has created a relaxed atmosphere in 
the chamber in which the hearings 
are held. His style has been inter- 
preted by the hard-bitten bankers 
who have faced him as being soft 
and showing weakness. He has been 
curtly dismissed as "not serious," 
one of the worst epithets in the 
lexicon of the Tel Aviv financial 
community. They may well be mak- 
ing a very serious error of judgement 
in this - not their first in tbe sordid 
history of the regulation, but quite 
possibly their last. 

Bejski is not merely capable of 
phenomenal data-storage. He has an

amazing retrieval and cross-referral 
system as well. He is now able to 
move effortlessly from Treasury to 
Bank of Israel to commercial bank 
material, quote previous testimonies 
and, perhaps most important, put 
things into the correct context for the 
time in which they happened. Space 
prevents die quoting of examples, 
but there have been many. 

Bejski's "friendly" questioning is 
exactly offset by that of the other 
judge on the commission, Vardimus 
Zyler. After a prolonged and 
leisurely softening-up of the witness 
by Bejski. Zyler’s sharp and often 
aggressive questioning comes like an 
armoured assault. 

When Zyler is done with his ques- 
tions, the two professors, Daniel 
Friedman and Zeev Hirscb. take 
over. The former is a legal specialist, 
the latter a financial expert, and they 
have made as their field the issue of 
what administrative, legal and insti- 
tutional reforms are needed follow- 
ing what has been learned from the 
collapse. This is their preference, 
but they have often joined the judges 
in probing the past rather than plan- 
ning the future. 

Finally, Prof. Marshall Samar acts 
as sweeper, or “libero," as the soc- 
cer terra has it. He tries to pick up 
the loose stuff that has got past the 
others and. when the occasion war- 
rants it, be develops his own attacks. 

The highlights of the hearings to 
date have been three major “finds," 
each of which casts new light on one 
area of the investigation. The most 
important one was the uncovering of 
the “Ben-Sa’adon Reports." These

tricks of the regulation - and other 
assorted bourse shenaningans. 

They totally destroy the claim of 
the Treasury and the Bank of Israel 
that they did not know what was 
going on until 1981. Much will be 
heard of these reports in the coming 
weeks, and. going by the few quotes 
from them so far. they promise to be 
very interesting. 

Tbe second major rerelation was 
"the Mandelbaum letter" of Octo- 
ber 18. 1983, in which the Bank of 
Israel governor replied, rather be- 
latedly, to Bank Leumi's Ernst 
Japhet and denied that they had 
been discussing the problem of reg- 
ulation for months past.

TEHERAN (Reuter). - Iran on Fri- 
day accused Iraq of two new 
chemical-weapons attacks against its 
forces on the southern sector of the 
Peraan-Gulf war front. The charge 
followed by- one day a report by a 
UN-appointed expert who con- 
firmed finding that chemical- 
weapons had been used against Iran . 

A military statement said a num- 
ber of Iranian troops were affected 
when Iraq used chemical weapons 
near the port of Khorramsbahr and 
Ein Khosh in Kbuzestan province on 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

Iran says Iraq has now used che- 
mical weapons on eight of the past 1 2 
days. Iraq had repeatedly denied 
using such weapons. 

Iranian foreign minister Aii 
Akbar Velayati told a disarmament 
conference in Geneva last week that 
4.600 Iranians had been killed or 
wounded by Iraqi chemical weapons 
in 33 attacks during a six-week 
period from last month. 

At least six Iranian soldiers have 


died in West European hospitals. 
Doctors have said some of them had 
symptoms of mustard-gas poisoning. 

On Thursday, a UN-appointed ex- 
pert said yperite, a mustard gas that 
blinded and destroyed the lungs of 
Allied soldiers during World War I, 
was employed against Iranian sol- 
diers. 

Col. Manuel Dominguez of the 
Spanish army made the determina- 
tion after examining six Iranian vic- 
tims of the war who were under 
treatment in London and Ghent, his 
report to Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar slated. 

The document was submitted to 
the presidem of the Security Coun- 
cil. but* a UN spokesman said it 
might not be circulated as a LIN 
document.

Scooter taxis coming to Paris 


PARIS (AP). - For Parisians fed up 
with crowded subways, packed- 
buses, and cabs tied up in 
monumental traffic jams, relief is in 
sight - scooter taxis. 

Daniel Poulain. the 33-year-old 
owner of a small messenger service, 
has won his battle against taxi unions 
and local government ted tape. Be- 
ginning late next month, he will be 
zipping passengers around town on 
snappy little Vespas. 

A raincoat and gloves are ready in 
a handy carrier on the side for pas- 
sengers in case it rains. 

“The traffic in Paris gets worse 
every year,” says Poulain. “The 
scooter taxi is not a revolutionary 


idea. I just chose a good moment. I 
really fought for this and my plan 
was accepted.” 

According to a poll taken for Pou- 
lain. 90 per cent of Paris’s residents 
like the idea and 70 per cent are 
ready to give it a try. and after a 
five-month struggle, the Paris Pre- 
fecture of police has given him the 
go-ahead for a six-month trial, with a 
maximum of 10 motorscooters. 

Poulain will start with four. “We'll 
move progressively, see how it 
works and go from there.” 

While many taxi operators remain 
strongly opposed, some of them 
have started to come around, Pou- 
lain says. “Really, will four scooters 
imperil 14,300 taxis in Paris?”

22 killed in earthquake 
in southern China 

PEKING (AP). - Twenty-two peo- 
ple died and more than 300 were 
injured in an earthquake that struck 
southern China’s Yunnan province 
on Thursday, provincial authorities 
reported yesterday. 

The official Xinhua news agency 
quoted authorities as saying many 
homes, schools and other buildings 
were destroyed in Luquan and Xun- 
dian counties, 100 kilometres north 
of foe provincial capital of Kunming. 

State-run China Central Televi- 
sion showed pictures of flattened 
houses, cracked walls and homeless 
and injured people in the mostly 
rural area. . 

The quake measured 6.3 on foe 
Richter scale. 


Its initials, FRAP, were sprayed 
crudely in red paint with two stars 
under the window where the bomb 
was planted. 

The blast destroyed archives in the 
four-storey, unoccupied offices, 
wrecked a car, shattered windows, 
and brought down ceiling plaster on 
people sleeping in nearby flats in the 
exclusive Petit Sablon area.

He said foe assembly, which 
brings together parliamentarians 
from the 16 allied countries twice a 
year to debate defence-related 
issues, was independent of Nato. 


WASHINGTON ( AP). - A 25-year- 
old woman was burned to death by 
petrol in her front yard on Thursday 
during a landlord-tenant dispute in 
which the woman's sister was shot to 
death and her mother wounded, 
police and witnesses said. 

Darrenna Shelton’s landlord, 
Francois Bourgeau, 48, of Mount 
Ranier, Maryland, was arrested and 
charged with murder in the case. 

“He had a double-barrelled shot- 
gun and was shooting everywhere,” 
witness Tanya Burton said. “He 
went in the house, shot her, dragged 
her out, ; threw foe stuff (petrol), on 


her... laid her flat on the groundind 
hollered. “Don’t yon move,” and 
the next thing you know she went up 
in flames." 

Firefighters arriving on the scene 
extinguished the flames. Police said 
she was pronounced dead on the 
scene. 

The sister, Sabrina Shelton, 28.

after police found her bleeding in the 
house. Police said she had been shot 
twice.

Such were the questions being 
asked by Judith and Dina Shulman, 
aged 12 and 13, of their father Eliez- 
er. The place: Staiinsk. Siberia, to 
where Eliezer Shulman had been 
exiled for 20 years for Zionist and 
fascist activities. The time: the 
mid-60s. 

These questions and others even- 
tually led Shulman to compose, 
in his Siberian isolation, a complete- 
ly new type of concordance to the 
Bible, The Sequence of Events in the 
Old Testament , which has gained 
wide scholarly attention and praise 
and has earned him the appellation 
"The Accountant of the Bible.” 

Shulman, now an Israeli citizen, 
had become concerned that his 
daughters would lose their roots in 
the Siberian wilderness. He began 
teaching them the Bible at home and 
in secret lest the Soviet authorities 
arrest him for "subversive” activi- 
ties. 

As Shulman taught his daughters, 
it occurred to him that none of the 
commentators on the Bible and none 
of the concordances showed a dear 
sequence of events, an indication of 
elapsed time, of geographical loca- 
tions or of population figures. Secu- 
lar history, he felt, contained more 
chronological order and explana-

tions than Jewish history. He would 
try to fill the gap. 

In Staiinsk, 4,000 kilometres from 
Moscow, putting such order into the 
Bible was far from easy. Nor was it 
safe. Because of his Zionist activities 
as a youth in Rumania he was a 
political exile subject not only to 
dose scrutiny but to heavy punish- 
ment for infractions. “The fear of 
assimila tion,” he now says, “was 
greater than the dread of arrest” 

When Shulman began collecting 
material for bis giant project he 
depended mostly on bis memory. As 
for reading and understanding the 
little written material in his posses- 
sion, he had kept up his knowledge 
of Hebrew "by talking to myself and 
to my tractor in Hebrew and singing 
Hebrew songs.” 

One of the first Hebrew books 
Shulman managed to get, he xecafls, 
was a Humash. A neighbour who 
repaired tyres for a living agreed to 
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give it to turn. But when Shulman 
brought his daughters to the donor 
some months later and proudly had 
them recite parts of Exodus by heart, 
the tyre-repair man got frightened, 
grabbed the book from him and said: 
“I gave it to you for yourself, not to 
enable you to transmit Jewish and 
Zionist education to others.” 

OVER A period of 20 years, Shul- 
man accumulated not only all the 
books of the Old Testament but aD 
the major commentaries as well. IBs 
task grew a tittle easier after 1958 
when most political prisoners and 
exiles were freed in the post-Stalin 
liberalization era. He could thus 
-travel westward periodically, ac- 
quire books and smuggle them back 
to Siberia. Yet Shulman would sel- 
dom take back more than one book 
at a time in order to reduce the risk 
of discovery. Meanwhile, the au- 
thorities stubbornly refused to grant 
him political rehabilitation. He was 
not only condemned for having been 
a Zionist but a “fascist” as well, 
since he had once belonged to the 
“right wing” Betar youth organiza- 
tion. 

In the course of some 20 years 
Shulman composed more than 350 
pages of biblical interpretation , dou- 
ble the amount in his present book. 
“I burnt each page as soon as it was 
completed.” he recalls, “so as not to 
become incriminated.” He arrived 
in Israel in 1975 with a wife, a 
daughter and a head crammed with 


DELEGATES at the Fifth Interna- 
tional Sakharov Hearing here on 
abuses of human rights in the Soviet 
Union were told of some hope for 
gradual improvement with the new, 
younger leader at the Kremlin.

This is more impor- 
tant.'* With further encouragement 
from Naomi Shemer, Israel’s leading 
songwriter. Major General Gad 
Navon. the chief rabbi of the armed 
forces and others, Shulman began to 
work in earnest but only in his spare 
time, as he could not afford to leave 
hisjob. 

in 1980 the Ministry of Defence's 
publishing house agreed to publish 


the work, reproducing it entirely 
from Stallman's meticulous texts, 
maps and graphs. One of the 
first to see it and praise it was 
the then President of Israel Yitzhak, 
Navon. One of the -next was Arye 
Duizin, president of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, who bought 
1,000 copies and gave $20,000 to- 
wards the publication of a second - 
edition which would include foe first 
edition on foe Pentateuch and foe 
rest of the Old Testament as well.

■HORROR stones such as those of 
Oma and Miriam arc fairly common 
in this country. Estimates are that up 
to 20 per cent of Israeli women have 
. been, slapped,, kicked, raped or 
otherwise hart by their husbands. 
Some wife-beaters use knives, guns 
or pieces. of wood as weapons. 

Eight years ago there wasn't one ' 
shelter in the country for battered 
women. Today there are four: One 
was established in Haifa in 1977, one 
in Herdiya in 19?8, another in Jeru- 
salem ip. 1981, and the newest was 
opened in Ashdod just a year ago. 

. : Except for the Ashdod faab'ty, 
which is run by Wizo, all the shelters 
are operated by grass-roots feminist 
' organizations. Less than one- 
. quarter of their funding conies from 
public sources. The rest is obtained 
from private donations. 

' Plans to build a shelter in Ashke- 
lon have been opposed by the town's 
. mayor and other top officials. Ova- 
dia Rabfc- heard of sodal services 
there, claims that Ashkelcm is in the 
forefront in dealing with the prob- 
lem of battered women, but be does 
not betievein shelters. 

“Shelters are just a temporary 
solution. We want the battered 
woman to make up her mind about 
vpfaat she wants. If she decides to 
leave her husband, we will give her 
the funds for alternative housing,'” 
he says. 

; While some experts say that shel- 
ters are an emergency service that 
provide only temporary relief, they 
still say that it is urgently needed.

Approximately 2.50 0 women have 
to date been to at least one of die 
four shelters. 

According to Joan Hooper, who 
works at the Jerusalem facility, “the 
shelter is first and foremost a physic- 
al refuge - a place to run to in what 
are often cases of life or death." 

The most important thing, she 
stresses, is for the battered woman to 
leave the house. This is the first step. 
When she is removed from her usual 
environment of misery and physical 
suffering, she can begin - on neutral 
territory and with a strong support 
group - to deal with her situation." 

Although women of all back- 
grounds and social strata suffer vio- 
lence in the home, the majority of 
those who actually come to stay in 
the shel ten are from low-income 
groups. 1 Wealthier women have a 
greater possibility of moving out on 
their own and tend to use "shelters 
more for their counselling and legal 
aid services. 

The havens, always full to capac- 
ity. are small and functional, none of 
them accommodating more than 30 
adults and children at any one 
time. Women may stay there any- 
where from a few days to many 
months. 

To minimize the chances of 
harassment on the part of husbands, 
women from one part of the coumry 
are generally placed in shelters in 
another part. The shelters are lo- 
cated in out-of-the-way places and 
their addresses are Jeep! secrei. The 
premises are well fortified with pro- 


tective fences and iron doors that are 
kept locked at all times. 

■‘Despite these precautions, we 
still have the occasional incident 
when a husband comes in the middle 
of the night, pounding on the door, 
demanding to sec his wife. We*ve 
had men who have come with Uzis or 
who have tried to climb the walls," 
says Hooper. 

Under normal circumstances, dai- 
ly life in a shelter for battered 
women is calm and cooperative. The 
laundry and shopping are done, food 
is prepared on a rotational basis, the 
children are looked after. The shel- 
ters are run like communes, tasks 
and decision-making being shared. 

Staff at the Jerusalem shelter do 
not provide psychological advice, 
but direct women to professional 
therapist^. Discussion groups are. 
however, held each week: Talking to 
others in the same predicament 
seems to help battered women real- 
ize that they are nor to blame for the 
violence inflicted upon them. 

“Women who come td us are 
extremely demoralized," Hooper 
explains. “We the staff are not here 
to tell them what to do or to impose 
our opinions on them, but to let 
them know what their options are." 

The staff make a special effort to 
help the women control their own 
anger and frustration, which are 
most often directed against their 
children. Advice is also given re- 
garding bow the women should deal 
with the police . the rabbinical courts 
and other authorities.

“Boat? Plane? Train? Dado’s 
father, for instance, was bom on a 
boat on tee way from Morocco."

“Why did you make aiiya?" he 
continues. 

I was afraid that question would 
come up. My son has two lines in his 
notebook allotted for an answer, 
which I have been pondering for IS 
years.

The real answers as to why I made 
aiiya are chameleonltke; they 
change from year to year. To para- 
phrase a prairie poet, we learn by 
going, where we haw to go. 

“Why did you make aiiya?” the 
sabra son shouts, shaking tiis digital 
watch in my face. 

Should I start by telling him of the 
anxiety before the Six Day War and 
the logic which kept haunting me: If 
Israel is worth dying for. then cer- 
tainly it is worth firing for. So go five 
there. 

Should I tell him teat, once, I 
derided that any children I would 
have would grow up in Israel, rather 
than go to religious school on Sun- 
days and study American Indians the 
rest of the week. 

Should I mention the feelings 
aroused while watching films on the 
liberation of concentration camps.- ; 


the identification wiih the victims, 
the need :o imbue rhe.v suffering 
with meaning by taking i >:and for 
the survival of the jewisn People in 
their own land. 

Should l tel! m> son I wanted to 
live within Jewish history, rather 
than on the periphery and. there- 
fore. chose an apartment in Jeru- 
salem rather than a little house on 
the prairie. 

Or should I tell him that 1 wanted 
to build and needed rebuilding after 
a life of liberty and tee puouc't of 
happiness in the suburbs. Perhaps I 
should mention the early yearnings 
for Zion aroused when the cantor 
sang out in an overpowering, opera- 
tic voice. “Come te. and Jet u> go up 
to the mountain of the Lord..." This 
happened 15 minutes before we all 
went over to the bow ling alley. 

Of codrse. being the poetic soul 1 
was, I took the words seriously, 
while the rest of the Sunday school 
class still bowls on weekends. 

What should I tell him? How 
could I explain to him the many 
strata of reasons for leaving one's 
home and coming to build another 
one. 

“Did vou want to live in a free 



Jewish state?” He breaks the silence 
with determination. The teacher 
obviously fed him that one. but it 
sounds good and, more important, it 
fits the allotted space. 

“Yes. That’s it. How did you 
know? I wanted to live in a free 
Jewish state. Did your teacher men- 
tion anything about redemption?" 

“No, no. no. Now just tell me one 
more thing. Where were my grand- 


parents born?” 

1 explain that his grandfather was 
born on the prairie and even saw 
Buffalo BUI and Annie Oakley when 
he was a little boy. 

“Who are they?” he asks. 

I know my aiiya is complete. 

He proceeds to tell me that the 
rest of the grandparents of the kids in 
his class were born in Morocco, 
Algeria. Tunisia, Greece, Iraq, 
Rumania and Libya. I feel proud of 
my small contribution to the in- 
gathering of the exiles and the furth- 
ering of Israeli integration. Maybe 
I’U have Yemenite in-laws one day. 

I urge teat he always be proud of 
his mother’s rich heritage. a so he 
shuts the notebook, pushes tfie pen- 
cil under the mattress and before I 
can say another word, rushes off to 
the celluloid prairie. 

“Hey kid," I shout after him. “I 
came here for you. So you wouldn’t 
be confused as to who you are and 
which people you belong to," but my 
words get drowned out by the theme 
song. 

It doesn’t matter. Being Israeli , he 
already has all the answers.

- With poor 
countries’ debts nearing the trillion 
dollar mark the top financial author- 
ities of the non-communist world 
will meet here this week to see what 
can be done to keep them from 
falling still further behind in their 
payments.

TEL AVIV. - Maccabi Tel Aviv and 
their fans can now take a deep breath 
while Hapoel Tel Aviv and their 
followers must hold their collective 
breatb in anticipation of tomorrow 
night's third and decisive game for 
toe Israeli basketball championship. 

Although the State Cup final still 
has to be played off next week this is 
toe real climax to the season. The 
nerve-tingling conclusion was cre- 
ated by Maccabi's hard-pressed 89- 
80 victory over the gutsy Hapoel 
formation on Thursday night. 

Tempers and emotions had 
already reached fever pitch during 
the second game and they could 
again spill over during tomorrow's 
clincher.

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Bankers all? 


MOST people in this country, as in any country, are not 
financial experts. If they were, there would be no teachers, 
doctors, fanners, policemen, civil servants, artists, computer 
operators, bus drivers. Instead the society would be filled with 
bankers, accountants and investors. 

But judging by what those who preside over this country’s 
financial policies and financial institutions have been doing, it 
would seem that they intend to make the society over in their 
own image. Everyone, they apparently believe, should become 
an expert, conversant with Patam, Pakam, Tapas, fluctuations 
in the official rate of exchange, the travellers rate of exchange, 
the black market rate of exchange, the dinar, the dollar and the 
franc, the subtle differences between the dozens of mutual 
funds and savings schemes and provident funds offered by our 
assorted banks, and the unsubtle costs of carrying a shekel or an 
overdraft for more than 24 hours. 

Their slogan, implicit, but unsaid; is everyone a money 
manager. That is the condition of survival. 

Now it might be argued, and with some justice, that in an 
economy of anywhere up to 1,000 per cent inflation, protection 
of personal assets, indeed requires some rather precise know- 
ledge of the instruments of protection. The difficulty arises, 
however, when those instruments themselves become so varied 
and complex that only full-time devotion to their study and- 
manipulation can meet that requirement. And if the ordinary 
working man is to lend all his time to knowing how to protect 
the money he earns from his work, what time should be left 
over for work? In fact work can then be equated to lost time and 
lost money. 

That is precisely the condition to which the managers of our 
economy and the managers of our financial instruments seem to 
be driving us. 

Every day the Treasury creates new shock waves eroding 
confidence in the instruments we know. And every day it, or 
the banks, suggest new instruments we don't know 

Little wonder, therefore, that a bewildered public should 
seek refuge in the dollar and the black market, and little 
wonder that ordinary law-abiding citizens who shun the black 
market, pay their taxes, and are disposed to put their trust in 
government feel they are being cheated for being gullible. 

On Friday, Prime Minster Peres, sensing the turmoil created 
by Mr. Moda'i's most recent assault on public confidence, 
sought to step into the breach. There was no intention df 
eroding existing savings he said. The devices of protecting 
assets already held, would not be changed.

i disrupting social order would change them. That, in 
the end, lends credibility to Mr. Peres’s assurances. 

But more is needed than that. If the basis for maintaining 
social cohesion, for enabling people to go about their daily 
work, for preventing mass flight to foreign currency is not faith 
in the shekel, but faith in the instruments that retain the value 
of earnings and savings, then let the governors of those 
instruments - both in the banks and in official positions - 
introduce simplicity and rationality into those instruments. 

Let them not force the citizen to harm the national economy 
in ’order to protect his personal economy. Let them not force 
the citizen to disparage the value of gainful employment and 
constructive work. Let them not create two classes of people in 
this society, money managers and suckers.

“May I, Mr. President, if it’s 
possible at all. implore you to do 
something else, to find a way, to find 
another way, another site?" Wiese!

Wiesel, speaking sombrely, 
added: "For I have seen the SS at 
work. And I have seen their victims. 
They were my friends. They were my 
parents." 

Reagan, sitting tightlipped, W3S 
dearly moved during Wiesel’s re- 
marks. 

At one point, Wiesel looked at 
Israeli Ambassador Meir Rose tine 
who was sitting next to the president. 
“Mr. President, do you know that 
the ambassador of Israel, who sits 
next to you, who is my friend, and 
has been for so many years, is him- 
self a survivor?" Wiesel said. “And 
if you knew all the causes we fought 
together for the last 30 years, you 
should be proud of him. And we are 
proud of him." 

Reagan leaned over to Rose one 
to ask if it were true. Rosenne nod- 
ded affirmatively. 

Both Reagan and Wiesel referred 
to Israel in their moving remarks. 
“And we are grateful, of course, to 
Isnel," Wiesel said. “We are grate- 
ful to Israel for existing. We needed 
Israel in 1948 as we need it now... 
And of course, we thank you for 
vour support of the Jewish state of 
Israel." 

Reagan declared: "From the 
ashes of the Holocaust emerged the 
miracle of Israel and another miracle 


- that the survivors began life again. 
They came to new lands, many to 
Israel and many, thank God, to 
America." 

The President also died U.S. 
support for other endangered Jewish 
communities, especially in the 
Soviet Union and Ethiopia. "When 
with Israel the United States reached 
out to help save Ethiopian Jewry we 
were also fulfilling our pledge," 
Reagan said. "This was truly God’s 
work. 


. "Today, we work on and on to 
help Soviet Jewry, which suffers 
from persecution, intimidation and 
imprisonment within Soviet borders. 
We will never relinquish our hope 
for their freedom and we will never 
cease to work for it. If the Soviet 
Union truly wants peace, truly wants 
friendship, then let them release 
Anatoly Shcharansky and free 
Soviet Jewry." 

After the ceremony, Wiesel ex- 
pressed hope that Reagan might still 
reconsider the Bitburg visit. “I am 
still hopeful," he said. “I still have 
faith that he will find a way to get out 
of his mess. I am sure he wants to get 
out of this." 

Reagan's derision to visit the 
cemetery is a desecration of the 
memory of Holocaust victims and a 
victory for Hitler beyond the grave, 
Yad Vashem Chairman Gideon 
Hausner told Kol Yisrael yesterday. 

He said that death has not made 
the murderers and their victims 
morally equal, and that there was no 
comradeship in arms between allied 
soldiers and Nazi soldiers. 
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PRESIDENT Ronald Reagan and 
his senior aides now acknowledge „ 
that they blundered badly when they 
initially decided to avoid a visit to a 
concentration camp during a trip to 
West Germany in May. Their subse- 
quent derision to include a wreath- 
laying ceremony at a Germany milit- 
ary cemetery .where Waffen SS 
troops are buried understandably 
compounded the original error. 

Reagan's announcement this past 
week, in the face of a huge outcry in 
the United States, that he would 
after all include a visit to a concen- 
tration camp has by no means ended 
the controversy. The major reason is 
that the visit to the cemetery is still 
on the schedule. 

"There are no balances,” said 
Elie Wiesel. the chairman of the 
U.S. Holocaust Memorial Council. 
“It is either-or. Either we speak 
about memory in tribute and hom- 
age to the victims or we do some- 
thing else." 

Reflecting the widely-held view of 
the Jewish community and many 
others, Wiesel said: "The visit to a 
cemetery wfth SS is to me inconceiv- 
able. There are SS graves in that 
cemetery. The SS are a symbol of 
international crime against the Jew- 
ish people and humanity. It is the SS 
who killed American war prisoners ' 
who bad their hands tied. The SS 
symbolize today what we call the 
Holocaust." 

The New York Times, in a lead 
editorial, said that Reagan’s “latest 
remedy perpetuates the moral con- 
fusion. Even if be finally visits a 
former concentration camp, that 
would hardly offset a tribute at a 
cemetery containing the graves of SS 
troopers, who ran the death camps. 
The victims and the butchers of 
Nazism are not equatable." 

The president and his aides finally 
recognize that they made a big mis- 
take. They are trying to correct it. 
but it will not be easy and it eventual- 
ly may prove to be impossible. 

In the wake of the uproar, many 
people are asking how this tragic 
error could have been made. Where 
was the good sense in the White 
House? Where were the checks? 
There are important lessons for 
Israel and the American Jewish com- 
munity in coming to grips with the 
answers. 

First, it must be pointed out that 
Reagan personally does appreciate 
the enormity of the Holocaust. He 
is, after all, a very sensitive man. He 
lived through that period. He has 
participated in annual Holocaust 
memorial ceremonies since entering 
the White House in 1981. He joined

REFUGEE CHILDREN 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. - Asa member of Ben-Gurion 
University's Department of English 
as a Foreign Language, I must ex- 
press my outrage at some of Presi- 
dent Shlomo Gazit's statements in 
"Acquiescence in mediocrity” 
(April 5), specifically: “Our students 
today go through their BA without 
knowing English. In fact, only those 
who are exposed to it abroad begin 
to get on top of it." I consider these 
remarks to be an unjustified slur on 
my department as well as on the 
majority of the students at BGU. 

In the first place, it is simply not 
true. Every student, in order to 
receive his BA degree, must com- 
plete our most advanced' English 
course, the final exam of which con- 
tains a lengthy (often more than 15 
pages) article from a respected pro- 
fessional academic journal. A stu- 
dent who does not display an adequ- 
ate general as well as specific under- 
standing of the text cannot pass our 
course and cannot receive his de- 
gree. The vast majority of our stu- 
dents do attain this level, to a large 
extent through the dedication and 
professional skills of our depart- 
ment. 

Secondly, and perhaps more dis- 
turbing, is the fact that President 
Gazit during the last four years never 
once attended a scheduled meeting 
of our department nor requested tc. 
meet with us about this problem. If 
he really considers this such a terri- 
ble situation, why hasn't he tried to 
deal with it? Is that not his job as 
president of the university? Is he not 
responsible to identify and cry to 
solve such serious problems? 


In another part of the article, Mr. 
Gazit stresses the necessity for 
Israeli academics to travel abroad in 
order to have contact with foreign 
universities and research centres. I 
fully agree. However, Mr. Gazit’s 
blaming the public for the "wide- 
spread public prejudice against pro- 
fessors taking their sabbaticals 
abroad as a form of high-living junk- 
et" is a bit disingenuous. 

At BGU. the biggest threat to 
taking sabbaticals abroad and 
attending international conferences 
comes from the administrative and 
financial mismanagement of the uni- 
versity over the past few years, not 
from the public’s anti-academic atti- 
tudes. As a result of this mismanage- 
ment, sabbaticals are being limited 
and ’advanced training funds 
[keren hishtalmut) are cot being 
given, despite the questionable 
legality of this practice. In my own 
case. I was invited to present a 
research paper at a prestigious inter- 
national conference (TESOL, New 
York). My request to release my 
(repeal, my) keren hishtalmut money 
to attend the conference was re- 
jected on the grounds that the uni- 
versity simply doesn’t have the 
money, although on paper the 
money is credited to my account. 
Other universities, apparently better 
managed, are not forced to restrict 
their faculties’ international con- 
tacts. 

Before tossing out blame and 
generalizations, one should look 
carefully to make sure one’s own 
house is in order.
